No one knows how much money is needed to pro­ 
vide "adequate” relief from now till the end of June. 
home insist it should be a billion dollars, some claim 
half a billion, congress guesses three quarters of a 
billion, and Mr. Roosevelt says it must be $375,* 
000,000. 
He places congressmen 
at a disadvantage 
in 
favoring a larger estimate than the one they agreed 
upon. Economy Isn't popular, particularly where it 
must be practiced at the expense of relief benefi­ 
ciaries. Mr. Roosevelt will give the principle of cur­ 
tailment no support. 
Relief beneficiaries and all other minorities de-

Hight now, In Sa pin. ideas are 
being spread by the sword. Which­ 
ever side wins the present war there 
will exert a decisive Influence over 
tho cultural life of Spain and will 
therefore, lf ll continues in power, 
determine the batdc "ideas” of the 
Spanish people. 
"Ideas" In Czecho slovakia today 
are very different from what they 
were a y<-ar ago. 
So are "Ideas” 
in Austria, and tile change hits not 
been persuaded. 
It is tho result of 
successful force. 
“Ideas” are also changing all 
through eastern 
Europe, by the 
mere sporter of norman power. 
The world tends to take on the 
ideological pattern of the dominat­ 
ing powers. 
Nothing is more Im­ 
pressive for the masses of people 
than worldly "success.” 
Anglo-Saxon concepts of parlia­ 
mentary government and political 
freedom 
spread 
throughout 
Ihe 
world because Groat Britain was 
overwhelmingly powerful. 
If. by 
force, c»i* by the threat of force, 
Fast int-lot a I ir a nan states coma to 
dominate a large part of the world. 
Faselst-totaBiarlan Ideas wilt spread 
even in countries not directly dom­ 
inated by Fascist-totalitarian ikjw- 
eis. 


I F A»in is militarily anA wouuora- 
* ically dominated by Japan, and 
Europe and Africa by the axis 
powers, the chance of the United 
States remaining a free democracy 
or retaining anything like lls tra­ 
ditional forms and values will he 
very small. 
For these forms Httd 
values could not be preserved, eith­ 
er In romjMdltlon with a world or­ 
ganized along totalitarian lines nor 
In a closed and withdrawn economy 
and cit ll ti t o. 
Vital 
ideas 
always 
proselyte 
They always spring from a convic­ 
tion that they are of universal 
validity. 
Unless one deeply be­ 
lieves. for instance, that religion* 
liberty Is a universal boon. one 
will presently 
have no religious 
liberty at home. 
Mr. Hoover Is aware of fbi-, when 
he says that "our humanity can be 
overstrained by brutality." 
To have an extreme dislike of 
brutality I# part of the American 
mental makeup, as it is of that of 
Jail the democracies that are left. 
It is no part of the Nazi mental 
lty 
This part of the American men­ 
tality was overstrained recently by 
the pogrom in Germany, Mr. Hoo­ 
ver h im self "intervened" in Ger­ 
many s internal affairs (according 


to the German interpretation) on 
that occasion. Not by force of arms, 
hut by force of protest. 
But to protest is to take a stand, 
and to take a stand is to set in 
motion diplomatic and political cur­ 
rents which eventually may influ­ 
ence what is the final arbiter of 
politics 
and diplomacy — namely, 
Force. 
Mr. Hoover says that "if whole­ 
sale attack were made upon women 
and children by the deliberate de­ 
struction of cities from the air. the 
indignation of the American peo­ 
ple could not be restrained from 
action.” 
Thus, while 
decrying any at­ 
tempt on our part to define aggres­ 
sion, he does actually h im self de­ 
fine it and defines It on behalf 
of the American people. 
He soys, Ip effect, that lf na 
tlons whose Ideas are opposed to 
brutality were 
bombed by those 
who accept brutality as a fact of 
nature the probability Is we would 
•end assistance to the victims. 
He is perfectly safe in saying 
this. 
Every poll shows that the people 
of the United Slate* are convinced 
that lf England and France were 
attacked we would be drawn into 
war, or into economic support. 
But if we accept that in a hypo­ 
thetical 
war 
London 
and 
Paris 
would be bombed, and 
that we 
would be drawn Into a common de­ 
fen se against sinh brutality, then 
the first line of that defense would 
lit' 
i i i France, would it not? 
Actually, what we are “standing” 
for—with all the final consequences 
that any stand may entail—is a 
world in which ideas are consider­ 
ed in reason. 
Tho settling of ideological ques­ 
tions tty reason is a fundamental 
part of the concept of democratic 
government. 
And Mr. Hoover Is right when he 
adjures us, first of all. to take j 
thought of our own Ufo at home, 
The examples are all around us, 
but let us take Just one.

OF course when a national convention comes ort 
and the skullduggery gets to fermenting good, it 
does not always happen that, the man who wins the 
nomination is the best man available or even the man 
most of the voters of a party seem to want. The win­ 
ner is not infrequently the fellow with the slickest 
managers. 
We are offering this explanation ahead of predic­ 
tion. We have been moseying around among run-of- 
niill Republican voters lately asking them who they 
would like to see nominated by their convention in 
1940. (At their replies we predict Thomas K. Dewey is 
going to be a hard man to shave in that convention. 
At least he will be the man a raft of Republican 
voters will want to see nominated. On a referendum 
right now we think he would win the nomination 
hands down. Whether he gets it from the convention, 
however, probably depends largely upon his man­ 
agers. Other fellows with sharp boys handling them 
are after that nomination, too. 
Dewey's advantage is that he is the only Republi­ 
can possibility so far suggested who consistently 
keeps in the limelight. Politically he is something 
like Max Baer used to be as a prizefighter. Max in 
his heyday was alw-ays on the front pages. He was 
news and that is what Dewey it. 
He has struck and held the popular fancy. His 
spectacular work as district attorney of New York 
and the way he scared the Democrats out of their 
boots in his run against Gov. Lehman has made him a 
national figure of considerable statute. We doubt that 
New Yorkers themselves realize how he has grown In 
public esteem. 


n ’E venture the assertion that as far as the rest 
' » 
of the country is concerned, Dewey is the big­ 
gest man In New York City. This statement is not 
made to boost Dewey. It is strii tly in the Interests 
of reportorial truth and accuracy. As a matter of 
fact we do not exactly love Dewey. Ours is a sort of 
class hatred. Dewey does not care for newspapermen 
so why should we, a newspaperman, love Dewey? 
But there is no sense In trying to play him down. 
A couple of months off the convention the press assn- 
elations and the big newspapers will have reporters 
specially assigned to record every cheep he lets out. 
Dewey is hot stuff in the national arena, we have dis. 
covered in our survey. 
The ladies think he Is terrific, possildy because 
they feel he stands for righteousness. Well, he does. 
at that. The Republican gentlemen Uke him if only 
because he shapes up as a political championship 
possibility. Some thought before the last election In 
New York that failure to win the governorship would 
completely squelch Dewey as a national political 
prospect. It only made him bigger 
He is so big now that the outcome of the Hines 
case, which was once deemed a crucial situation it) 
his career can now have no bearing on his future. 
He is no longer local. We cannot think of anything 
that would be likely at this time to reduce his stature. 
We are inclined to think the folks at the forks of 
the creek will like Dewey. He is a small towner by 
birth and can speak the small town language with 
fluency as he demonstrated In his campaign among 
the upstate New Yorkers. He wears a belt to support 
his trousers, which Is now the Insignia of the old 
fashioned fellow. It used to be that suspenders were. 
Now It Is the other way around. 
I iE is a pippin of a speaker. He ran put on that 
a rabble rousing Bluff with the best of them, and 
he is better than a raw hand when it comes to in­ 
vective. However, even when Dewey Is calling names 
lie does it in a manner that gives the listeners the 
impression he is stating facts, not opinion. 
Much of his oratorical strength lies In tho fact he 
does not go in for airy persiflage. He dia s not look 
for laughs. He always seems deadly serious. Indeed. 
we are Inclined to doubt that Dew’py has any consid­ 
erable sense of humor, but the voting customers pre­ 
fer serious fellows to comedians. 
How much he knows about national problems or 
what he would do about them remains a mystery, 
but Dewey is what the actors call a quick study. 
Even if he knows nothing now about national prob­ 
lems he would find out about them in short order. 
We think he is definitely an aspirant for the Re- 
publican nomination, though we admit this is sur­ 
mise The way he went after the governorship of New 
York shows he is ambitious. A lot of Republicans ara 
saying the presidential nomination is within the 
scope of his ambition.

Francis Beaufort In 18**6 and ac- 
cepted by th,* British adnitrality in 
ISAK. The International meteorolo­ 
gical committee adopted it iii 1874. 
A* originally drawn. Hie scale 
made no reference to wind velo­ 


city. but only to the wi nds effect. 
Th is omission has beeii taken care 
of In the scale now In use. 
This scale rates wind force from 
0 to 12. Admiral Beaufort, who was 
rating wind force for mariners, 
said No. 12 was a wind which "no 
c.tiiVass could withstand.” hut in 
the table now Iii use the effect of 
a hurricane ta left conveniently 
blank. Anything can happen when 
the wind force exceeds 75 miles 
un hour.

FOR the first aeven years after 
tba Incorporation of th* village 
of East Liverpool, from

teachers. The reason for the ex­ 
am ination of teachers is th at tuber- 
culosis of the lungs probably is 
transm itted 
entirely 
by 
contact 
from one person to the o th er 
— 
usually from an adult to a child. 
The adult who is a carrier is en­ 
tirely innocent aud has no idea 
of the existence of tuberculosis. 
W ithout Symptom 
Tuberculosis may be a disease Al­ 
most entirely without symptoms. 
The teacher ascribes the cough to 
nasal catarrh, nervousness, any one 
of a dozen things besides facing 
the possibility that an exam ination 
should be made. 
* T here are many rases of teach­ 
ers who have left home perfectly 
.healthy, gone to a norm al school 
gaud caught the disease from anoth­ 
er 
student. 
Then 
this 
Infected 
teacher is transferred to a teach­ 
ing institution where she comes in 
contact with pupils, and a large 
proportion of them develop some 
type of tuberculoals. 
This can all be eliminated by in­ 
sisting upou a tuberculin test for 
every teacher as he or sh© begins 
the vocational career. 
W hile we can arre st tuberculosis 
once it is started, we cannot stop 
the spreading of the germ s and. 
therefore, th a only thing to do is 
to Isolate the source of infection. 
This was the second point made by 
the tuberculosis specialist. 
His third point, was th at the tu­ 
berculin reaction Is IOO percent ef­ 
ficient. If a person has had tubercu­ 
losis at any time in h it life. w heth­ 
er active or passive, he will react 
positively. 
The 
tuberculin 
test, 
then, is simply the first step in de­ 
term ining the statu s of a tubercul­ 
ous Individual. 
The second step is 
to have an X-ray picture of the 
chest made to see w hether the case 
is "open". 
If It is, It should be 
treated. 
The best method of treating an 
open case today is collapse of the 
lung, or collapse of the chest. Noth­ 
ing else seem s to be of perm anent 
value. 
Final Stap 
T he final 
step in 
the 
attack 
against tuberculosis la the removal 
of the other im portant source of 
contagion 
besides hum an 
beings, 
^ in fe c te d t attle. This was discussed 
P i n the article yesterday. 
With these measures, the univer­ 
sal use of tuberculin testing, follow­ 
ing back an infected case to the 
source, quarantining the source and 
closing open forms of tuberculosis, 
we may expect to reduce the inc! 
dence of tuberculosis to the vanish 
m g point. 
The actual num ber of 
deaths from tuberculosis has de­ 
creased steadily, but th e decrease 
bas come virtually to a standstill 
ainee the depression. 
Most commu 
nities are unable to apply universal 
tuberculin tests on account of eco­ 
nomies. but in order to eradicate 
this plague finally, such m easures 
will have to be adopted
